Nor 
are the Laws of the Jews obſerv'd by any Chriſtian Kjngdom or 
State. And yet ſome late Divines, in their Diſcourſes upon our 
Preſent Government , and the Settlement of the Nation under 
Their Majeſties, and the Revolution that brought it about, do not 
confine themſelves to our Laws, and Ancient Government, but 
broach Opinions of their own, or other Mens Invention, pretended 
zo be grounded upon Scripture or - Reaſon, to juſtify what has been - 
done ; and to perſuade the People: of England, that *tis their 
duty to ſubmit, and to plight their Allegiance to Their Majeſties ; 
or at leaſt that it is lawful. for them ſo to do. Whether the Grounds 
they proceed upon, are conſonant to right Reaſon, the Laws of God; 
ard of this Realm, or are not, is far from the Deſign of theſe fol- 
lowing Papers to diſpute..

When the Fathers or Heads of 
ſome of thoſe Nations made Con- 
queſts upon one another,” as Nimrod 
did on the Nations about him, who 
was therefore call'd 2 mighty hunter 
before the Lord ; or when they were 
otherwiſe incorporated together ; 
theſe made the ancient great Mo- 
narchies, whereof the Aſſyrianand E- 
gyptian are famous in Ancient Hiſtory, 

Other of thoſe Nations, or rather 
great Families, continu'd in their an- 
cient way of Patrizrchal Govern- 
ment. Particularly in that Line out 
of which God choſe his peculiar Peo- 
ple 3 Abraham was a mighty Prince in 
his days : But all his Subjects were 
of his Family, out of which proceed- 
ed many Nations.

I. The tixſt Choice ot Kings EL 
conceive to have: been made on ac 
count of Merit, the People being led 
to it by a ſenſe of the eager they 
had receiv'd. I judge fo from that 
which having been already ſhewn, Þ 
take: now for granted, that the 
Earth was peopled at tilt by great 
Families. Now when thoſe, by op-- 
pxuethony of powerful Neighbours, or- 
by Civil Diſcord. among themſelves, 
came:to be in great diltzefs, ſuch as: 
made: them fee the. neceflity of being 
united. in greater Bodies for thcir 
own. - preſervation z - thole Heroic 
Men, that ſhew'd them the way of: 
it, and that brought them.under-Go- 
vernment and Laws, theſe were cak- 
ld the FOUNDERS of the Na- 
tions.. Such was Mofer among, the- _ 

. People: 
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this, the deplorable State to which 
the Proteſtant Religion is reduced, 
is apparent, ſince the Aﬀairs of the 
Church of Eng/and are now put in- 
to the hands of perſons who have 
accepted of a Commiiſion that is 
manifeſtly illegal ,"and who have 


executed it contrary to all Law; and 


that now one of their chief Mem- 
bers has abjured the Proteſtant Religi- 
on, and declared himſelf a Papiſt ; by 
which he is become uncapable- of 
holding any publick Employment. 
The ſaid Commiſſioners have hither- 
to given ſuch proof of their Sub- 
miſſion to the Directions given 
them , that there is no reaſon to 
doubt, but they will itil] continue 
to promote all ſuch defigns as will 
be moſt agreeable to them. And 
thoſe Evil Counſellors take care to 
raiſe none to any Eccleſtaſtical Dig- 
nities, but perſons that have no 
Zeal for the Proteftant Religion, and 
that now hide their unconcernedneis 
for it, under the ſpecious pretence 
of Moderation.

Thus when the Roman State, be- 
ing torn by a long Civil War, had 
even bled it {:1f to death, (it had

He alone both makes 
Kings by his Sovereign Power, and 
by the fame he cay ummake them 
when he pleaſes. p.18,19.

caution for the ſecurity of the Prote- 
ftant Religion. And in many of theſe

10. They have alſo invaded the 
Privileges, and ſeized on the Char- 
ters of moſt of thoſe Towns that 
have a right to be repreſented by 
their Burgeffes in Parliament, and 
have procured Surrenders to be made 
of them, by which the Magiſtrates 
in them have delivered up all their 
Rightsand Privileges, to be diſpoſed 
of at the pleaſure of thoſe Evil Coun- 
ſellors, who have thereupon placed 
new Magitirates in thoſeTowns,ſuch 
as they can moſt entirely confide in;

it. And whereas no Nation 
whatſoever can ſubfift without the 
adminiſtration of good and impar- 
tial Juſtice, upon which mens Lives, 
Liberties, Honours and Eſtites do 
depend, thoſe Evils Countellors have 
ſubjeted theſe to an Arbitrary and 
Deſpotick Power : In the moi im- 
portant Aﬀairs they have {tudied to 


Fdiſcover beforc-hand the Opinions of 


the Judges,and have turned out ſuch 
as they found would not conform 
themſelves to their Intentions, and 
have 
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ont, and others were put in their 


Prince over another. For what on®< 
refigns by a Voluntary AR, he is - 
ſaid to.lay down, or to give it up to 
another. But putting down is the Act 


_ of a Superior, by which one's place 


is taken from him againſt his Will, 
Now God being the Superior that 
does this by the Ak of his Provi- 
dence, it muſt be ſuch an Ad as 
gives the Pawer from one againſt his 
Will, to another whom God is plea- 
ſed toſet up in his ſtead. Thus in 
giving one Prince a Conqueſt- over 


another, he thereby puts one in Poſ- 


ſeſſion of the other's Dominions, he 
makes the other's SubjeAs become 
his SubjeRs, or his Slaves, 'accord- 
ingly as they come in upon Condi- 
tions, or at the Will of the Conque- 
ror. In ſhort, he- giveth him the 
whole Right and Power of the 
other Prince. þ. 18, 19, 20. 

- When thats Kings, that living in 
a ſettled Kingdom, will not govern 
according to the Laws thereof 3 it is 
a breach of Faith, not only to their 
people, but to God alſo , where 
they are ſworn to the obſerving of 
Laws. And though they are not 
theretore to be depoſed by the peo- 
ple, yet they cannot eſcape the ven- 
geance of God, who ordinarily pu- 
niſhes them with the natural effects 
of their Sin, ; 

On the other hand; if a Prince 
will have no Law but his Will, if 
he tramplcs and opprefleth his peo- 
ple, their patience willnot hold out 
always, thcy will at one time or ©- - 
ther ſhew thzmfelves to be but Men, 
At leaſt they will have no heart to 
fight for their Oppreſſor, So that if 

C a Fo- 
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have put others in their places, of 
whom they were more aſſured, with» 
out having any. regard to their Abi- 
litiess And they have not ſtuck to 
raiſe even profeſſed Papilts to the 
Courts of Judicature, notwithitand- 
ing their Incapacity by Law 3 and 
that no regard is due to any Senten- 
ces flowing from them. They have 
carricd this ſo far, as to'deprive ſuch 
Judges, who in the common admi- 
niſtration of Juſtice,ſh:wed that they 
were governed by their Conſciences, 
and not by the Dire& ions which the 
others gave them. By which it 15 ap- 
parent , that they dclign to render 
themſelves the ablulute Matters of 
the Lives, Honours and Eſtates of 
the Subjecs, of what rank or digni- 
ty ſoever they may be; and that 
without having any regard cither to 
the Equity of the Cauſe, or to the 


Conſciences of the Judges, whom 


they will have to ſubmit in all things 
to their own Will and Pleaſure ; ho- 
ping, by ſuch ways to intimidate 
thoſe who are yet in Employment, 
as alſo ſuch others, as they ſhall think 
fit,to put in the rooms of thoſe whom 
they have turned out ; and to make 
" them ſee what they mult look for, 
if they ſhould at.any time act in the 
leaſt contrary to their good-liking z 
and that no failings of that kind are 
pardoned in any Perſons whatſoever, 
A great deal of Blood has bcen ſhed 
in many places of the Kingdom, by 
Judges governed. by thoſe Evil 
Counſellors ,- againſt all the Rules 
and Forms of- Law , without fo 
much as ſuffering 'the Perſons that 
were accuſed to plead in their own 
Defence. 12. They

him, he.is gone; without remedy, 
unleſs God interpoſe. But how ca 
that be, when God + Judge himſelf? 
Should the Judge hinder the doing:

He means nothing 
perhaps, but the ſatisfying of his 
own Luſt. But though he knoweth 
it not; he is ſent in God's Meſſage ; 
for which all things being prepared 
by Natural Cauſes, and God no 
hindering his own Work, but ra- 
ther hafining itz no wonder that j 
ſucceeds, and that oftentimcs very 
calily. p.24,25. 

When it happens ( as it doth 
ſometimes , and that eſpecially fo 
the Sins of a Nation ), that they 
come to be under weak or wicked |

He cither finds them at 
home, that are not afraid of the Power, 
as they orght to be, or he brings them 
in from Forcign Countrics , Whiſt- 
ling for the Fly ont of Egypt, or the Bee 
out of the land of Aſſyria': In plain 
words, ſtirring up a Pharach, or a 
Nebuchadnezzar againſt them. God 
may employ ſuch it he will, tho 
none is too good for this work, to 
execute his righteous Judgments. 
And when God doth his work by 
their hands, whatſoever the Infiru- 
ments may be, the Cauſe being ſo 
juſt, and ſo evident as we have {up- 
poſed; All men that ſee it, will ſay, 
Doubtleſs there is a God that judges on 
the earth, : 
In the way of Juſtice, 
God aQts as a Judge be- 
tween Two Sovercign 
Powers, when they bring 
their Cauſes before him ;- 
that is, when they make 
War upon one-another, 
And when he ſecth his *® 
time, that is, when he finds the 
Cauſe ripe for Judgment, if it pro» 
cceds fo far, then he gives Sentence 
for him that is injur'd, againſt him 
that hath done the Injury. The ef- 
fe& of this Scntence is a juſt Con- 
queſt; and that is the other way in 
which God, proceeding judicially, 
pats down one, and ſets up another.

Hands of Papiſts, where all the Pro- 
teſtant Inhabitants are under the 
daily fears of what may be juſtly ap- 
prehended from the Arbitrary Pow- 
er which is ſet up there: which has 
made great numbers of them leave 
that Kingdom, and abandon their 
Efſiates in it, remembring well that 
Cruel and Bloody Maſſacre which 
fell out in that Iſland in the Year 
1641. 

14. Thoſe Evil Counſellors have 
alſo prevailed with the King to de- 
Clare in Scotland, That he is cloathed 
with Abſolute Power, and that all the 
Subjects are bound #0 obey bim with- 
out reſerve : upon which he has afſu- 
med an Arbitrary Power both over 
the Religion and Laws of that King- 
dom ; from all which it is apparent, 
what is to be booked for in England, 
as ſoon as matters are duly prepared 
for it. 15. Thoſe 


That this may be the better un- 


 derſtood, there are four things to 


be confider'd particularly, 

Firſt, That War is an Appeal to 
the Juſtice of God. 

Sccondly, That none can be Par- 
ties tothis, but they that are in So- 
vereign Power. 

Thirdly, That to make it a juſt 
War, there muſt be a juſt and ſufh- 
cient Cauſe. 

Fourthly, That Conqueſt in ſuch 
a War, is a deciſive Judgment of 
God, and gives one a Right to the 
Dominions that he has conquered 
from the other. 

That Waris an Appeal to God | 
this appears in the nature of the 
thing. p. 25, 26,27, 28, 

The Parties to this Appeal, are 
properly ſuch as have no Superior 
but God. . For them that have an 
earthly Superior, their Appeal lies to 
him as God's Miniſter, attending con- 
tinually on this very thing. þ. 29. 

Subjeas have no Right to make 
War, without the leave of their 
Princes. For as God has given Prin- 
ces the power of the Sword, fo he 
forbids it to Subjects, under a great 
Penalty, They that take the Sword ſhall 
periſh with the Sword. And if he has 
not admitted them to be Parties in 


. his Court, then it 1s certain that 


they cannot ſue there z or if they 
do, they can acquire no Right by 
it. There js an Origznal Nullicy in

As none have right .of making

15. Thoſe great and inſufferable 
Oppreſſions, and the open Contempt 
of all Law, together with the Ap- 
prehenſions of the ſad Conſequences 
that muſt certainly follow: upon it, 
have put the tubjecas under great 
and juſt Fears ; and have made them 
look after ſuch [lawful Remedies as 
are allowed of in all Nations : yet 
all has been without effect, And 
thoſe Evil Counſcllors have endea- 
voured to make all Men apprehend 
the loſs of their Lives, Liberties, Ho- 
nours, and Eſtates, if they ſhould go 
about to preſerve themſelves from 
this Oppreſſion, by Petition, Repre- 
ſentations, or other means authori- 
ſed by Law. Thus did they proceed 
with the Archbiſhop. of Canterbury, 
and the other Biſhops, who having 
offered a moſt humble Petition to 
the King, in terms full of Reſpe&, 
and not exceeding the number limi- 
ted by Law, in which they ſet forth 
in ſhort, the Reaſons for which they 
could not obey that Order, which, 
by the Inſiigation of thoſe Evil 
Counſellors, was ſent them, requi- 


ring them to appoint their Clergy to. 


read in their Churches the Declara- 
tion for Liberty of Conſcience z were 
ſent to Priſon, and afterwards 
brought to a Tryal, as if they had 
been guilty of ſome enormous Crime. 
They were not only obliged to de- 
fend themſelves in that purſuit, but 
to appear before profcfſed Papilts, 
who had not taken the Telt, and by 
conſequence were Men whoſe Inte- 
reſt led them to condemn them) and 
the Judges that gave their Opinion 
in their favours, were thereupon 
turned out, 16, And 
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of it they pleaſe: Particularly, they 
mult not make War for the Biafy- 
ing of their Luſts, Ambition, Co- 
vetouſneſs, Vain-glory, or the like. 
Nay, the righteous God will not. 
hold him guiltleſs that hath Juſtice 
in his Cauſe, and yet in-his Heart 
hath no ſuch thing. Lawful things 
muſi be done lawtully. This Princes 
muſt look to, as they will anſwer it 
to God, 

But as far as man can judge, it is 
a Lawful War that is made for q juſt. 
and ſufficient Cauſe. p. 32. 33+ 

One Prince may make War in de- 
fence of another King's Subjeas, it 
they ſee themſelves in extreme dan- 
ger of ſuffering an intolerable Inju- 
ry by his Oppreſſion of his own 
people. And in theſe caſes, if one 
Lawfully may, then it is certain he. 
ought todo it. p. 36. 

hey are ſo much the more obli- 

ged to this, when it is evident, that 
the threatning miſchief is . like to 
fall upon others, as well as them- 
ſelves; and them, ſuch as they are 


bound in Honour and Conſcience to 


prote& and ſupport. When by tit- 
Ung ſill they ſhould certainly ex-. 
poſe, not only themſelves to be ruin-, 
ed, but alſo their Friends and Allies 
to perifh with them z in that caſe, 
Sevitia eſt voluiſſe mori, it isa ſort of 
bloody Peaceableneſs, it is cruelty 
to Mankind to go to that degree of | 
ſuffering Injuries. 7 
But eſpecially, when the Cauſe of 
God is concerii'd, to whom we owe. 
all things, and ought to, venture all 
for his {ake. Surely *tis his Cauſe, 
when it touches Religion 3 which is - 
| all 
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16. And yet it cannot be pre- 


' tended, that any Kings, how great 
ſoever their Powet has been, and 


how Arbitrary and Deſpotick ſcever 
they have becn in the exerciſe of it, 
have ever reckoned it a Crime for 


- their Subjects to come: in all Sub- 


miſfion and Reſpe&, and in a due 
number, not exceeding the limits of 
the Law, and repreſent to them the 


Reaſons that made it impoſſible for 


them to obey their Orders. Thoſe 
Evil-Counſe!lors have alſo treated a 
Peer of the Realm as a Criminal, 
only becauſe he-faid, That the Sub- 
jets were. not bound to obey the 


Orders of a Popiſh Juſtice of Peace; , 


though it is evident, that they being 
by Law rendred incapable of all ſuch 
Truſts, no regard is due to their 
Order. This being the ſecurity 
which the People have by the Law 
for their Lives, Liberties, Honours 
and Eſtates, That they are not to be 
ſubjected to the Arbitrary Proceed- 
ings of Papiſts, that are contrary to 
Law, put into any Employment Civil 
or Military. 

17. Both We our ſelves, and our 
Deareſt and moſt Entirely Beloved 
Conſort the Princeſs', have endea- 
youred to ſignify, in terms full of 
reſpe& to the King, the juft and 
deep Regret which: all theſe Pro- 
ceedings have given us; and in 
Compliance with his Majeſty's De- 
fires fignitied to us, We declared 
both by Word of Mouth, to his 
Envoy, and in Writing , what our 
Thoughts were touching the Re- 
pealing of the Teft and Penal Laws ; 
which we did'in ſuch a manner, that 

| we 
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all that is dear to him in this world, 
And tho-Religion it ſelf teaches us, 
if it be poſſible, as much as in ws lies, to 
Ive peaceably with all men , yet as *tis 
there ſuppoſed, there may be Caufe 
to break the Peace; ſo it adds infi- 
nitcly.to that Cauſe, when it comes 
to concern cur Religion.p.36, 37. 
There is yet a greater Cauſe for 
this, when the Suffcring-Religion 
is that which is eſtabliſh'd by the 
Laws of that Kingdom; and yet 
the King that is ſworn to thoſe 
Laws, and therefore bound to ſup- 
port that Religion, is manitfcſily pra- 
ctiting againit it, and endeavours to 
ſupplant, and oppreſs, and extin- 
gutſh it. What thould other Princes 
or States that profeſs the ſame Re- 
ligion, do in this caſe ? They ſee 
that ſuch a King tis (et upon the de- 
ſtroying of their Religion. He hath 
declar'd a hoftile mind towards the 
profeſfors of it, in judging them not 
capable of enjoying their Temporal 
Rights. - If he deals thus with his 
own People, what are Foreigners to 
exped at his hands? Can they think 
themſelves ſecure, becauſe they are 
at peace with him ? They cannot; 
unlefs Treaties are more Sacred than 
Laws. Or can they rely upon his 
'Oath ? But they fee he hath broken - 
it, And therefore they have reaſon 
to judge, That either he. makes no 
Conſcienee of an Oath, or he thinks 
Faith is not to be kept with Here- 
ticks, or he hath a Superior that 
candiſpenſe with him, or that will 
abfolve him from the guilt of Per- 
jury in ſuch cafes where Religion is 
concerned, Inſhort, they are ſure of 
7 his 
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we hoped we had propoſed an Ex- 
pedient by which the Peace of thoſe 
Kingdoms, and a happy Agreement 
among, the Subjects of all Perſua- 
fions, might have been ſetled : but 
thoſe Evil Counſcllors have put ſuch 
ill Conſtructions on theſe our good 
Intentions, that they have endea- 
voured to alienate the King, more 
and more from us; as if We Fad de- 
ſigned to diſturb the Quiet and Hap- 
pineſs of the Kingdom. |, 

18, The laſt and great Remedy 
for all thoſe Evils, is the calling of a 
Parliament, for ſecuring the Nation 
again{t the evil Practices of thoſe 
wicked Counſellors : But this could 
not be yet compaſſed, nor can 1t be 
eaſily brought about. For thoſe 
Men apprehending, that a Lawful 
Parliament being once aſſembled, 
they would be brought: to an ac- 
count for all their open: Violations 
of Law, and for their Plots and 
Conſpiracies againſt the Proteitant 
Religion, and -the Lives, and Li- 
berties of the - Subject, they have 
endeavoured , under the ſpecious 


' Pretence of Liberty of Conſcience, hirtt 


to ſow Diviſions among Proteſtants, 
between thoſe of the Church of En- 
gland and the Diſſenters ; The deiign 
being laid to engage Proteſtants, 
that are ail equally concerned,to pre- 
{erve themſelves from Popith Qp- 
preſſion, into mutual Quarrellings, 
that ſo by theſe, ſome Advantages 
might be given to them to bring 
about their Deſigns 3 and that both 
in the Election of the Members of 
Parliament, and afterwards in the 
Parliament it (elf, For they ſce 

well, 
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his Will to deſtroy them, and can- 
not be ſure of his Oath to the con- 
trary, Wherein then can they be 
ſafe ? But in his want of power to 
do them hurt? But he will not 
want power, if they let him go on, 
for he_is getting it as faſt as he can. 
He is now ftrengthning himſelf by 
thoſe ways that he takes to be abſo- 
lute Lord of his own people : And 
he is now weakning Them, by 
oppretling all thoſe among his peo- 
ple, whom he knows to be their 
Friends and Well-wiſhers. He doth 
both theſe things together : He dai- 
ly leſſens their party, and makes 

them as many more Enemies, as he 

gains Men over to his Religion, 

And if that be ſuch a Religion as - 
pretends toa Right of deſtroying 

Men of other Religions ; knowing 

this, they know what they are to 

expect. When this pretended Right 

is armed with power, it will cer- 

tainly fall upon them. So that they 

muſt begin before he-is ready for 

them,-or elſe it will be too. late to 

do any thing for their own preſer- 

vation. 

But as it is neceflary for them to 
do this for themſclves, fo they ought 
to do it much the rather tor che 
ſakes of their oppreſſed Brethren : 
That, by a timely aſſerting of their 
own Right, they may allo dcliver 
them from the Evils they ſuffer at 
preſcnt, and fave_them from that 
Deſtruction whictr is coming _ upon 
them. As it was juſt and neceſſary 
on thoſe former Accounts, fo this 
makes it a pious Cauſe, and there- 


fore the more worthy of a true 
Chriſtt- 
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terintoa mutual good underſtand- 
ing one with another, and concur 
together in the preſerving of their 
Religion, it would not be-poſlible 
for them to compals their wicked 
Ends. ' They have alſo required all 
Perſonsin the ſeveralCounties of En- 
gland, that either were in any Em- 
ployment, or were in any conſide- 
rable Efteem,to declare before-hand 
that they would concur in theRepeal 
of the Teſt and Penal Laws-z and that 
they would give their Voices in the 
Ele&ions toParliament, only for ſuch 
as would concur init; ſuchas would 
not thus preingage themſelves, were 


turned out ofall Employments; And 


others who entred into thoſe 'En- 
gagements, were put into their pla- 
ces, many of them being Papilis : 
And contrary to the Charters and 
Privileges of thoſe Burroughs that 
have a Right to ſend Burgeſles to 
Parliament, they- have ordered ſuch 
Regulations to be made, as they 
thought fit and neceſſary , for afſu- 
ring themſelves of all the Members 
that are to be choſen by thoſe Cor- 
porations : and by this means they 
hope to avoid ' that Puniſhment 
which they have deſerved ; tho it 
is apparent , that all As made by 
Popiſh Magiſtrates are null and 
void of themſelves : So that no Par- 
liament can be Lawful , for which 
theEle&ions and Returns are made 
by Popiſh Sheriffs' and Mayors of 
Towns ; -and therefore as long as 
the Authority and Magjiſtracy is in 
:ſuch hands, it is not poflible to have 


anyLawtul Parliament, And tho ac- | 


cording 
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Chriſtian Prince. Ir has been-judg'd 
{o by them whoſe Names we. have 
in great Veneration. We have the 
Examples of our own Princes-here 
in England, in the beſt of Times 
lince the Reformation: Theſe the 
Reader may find colle&ed to his 
hand,in an excellent Book that hath 
been lately publiſhed. But this may 
as well beſhewn in the Examples of 
them whom our Princes choſe to 
follow as their Paterns; namely, of 
che Chriſtians in Primitive Times, 
and eſpecially at the time of the firſt 
Nicene | Council. In theſe times we 
tind that Conftantine and Licinizs, ha- 
ving ſhar'd the Roman Empire be- 
tween them, had paſſed a Decree 
together at Milan, for Chriſtianity 
to be the Eſtabliſhed Religion : And 
when afterward Liciniws, in his part 
of the Empire, would have oppreſsd 
it contrary to Law ; for that cauſe 
Conſtantine the Great made War upon 
him-z and in proſecution of that 
War, thruſt him out of his/Empite : 
For which he was ſo far from being 
blamed by "any Chriſtian in thoſe 
times, even by thoſe that had been 
Licinzs's SubjeRs, as molt of thoſe 
Bithops were, that ſate in the Nicene 
Council, that they all gave him the 
higheſt Praiſcs and Encomiums, and 
bleſſed God thar had ſent them that 
happy Deliverance by -his means, 


 Enſebius was Licinius's Subject, and 


he afterwards writ the Life of Con- 
ftantine the Great, in which they 
that pleaſe may read whole Chap- 
ters to this parpole, = 


As 
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cording to the Conſiitution of the 
Engliſh Government, and Immemo- 
rial Cuſtom, all Ele&ions of Parlia- 


ment-men ought to be made with 


an entire Liberty, without any ſort 
of Force, or the requiring the Ele- 


Qors to chuſe ſuch Perſons as ſhall 


be named to them ; and the Perſons 
thus freely cleced, ought to give 


their Opinions freely, upon all Mat- , 


ters that are brought before them, 
having the good of the Nation ever 
before their eyes,and following in all 
things the DiFates of their Conſci- 
ence ; yet now the People of England 
cannot exp:& a Remedy from a Free 
Parliament, legally called and choſen, 
But they may perhaps ſee one called, 
in which all Elections will be carried 
by Fraud or Force, and which will 
be compoſed. of ſuch Perſons, of 
whom thoſe Evil Counſellors hold 
themſelves well aſſured, in which all 


things will be carried on according 


to their Direction and Intereſt, with- 
out any regard to the Good or Hap- 
pineſs of the Nation 3 which may 
appear evidently from this, that the 
ſame Perſons tried the Members of 
the laſt Parliament, to gain them to 
Conſent to the Repeal of the Teſt and 
Penal Lws,and procured that Parlia- 
ment to be diſſolved, when they 
found that they could not, neither 
by Promiſes nor Threatnings, pre- 
vail with the Members to comply 
with their wicked Deſigns. 

19, But to Crown all, there are 
ercat and violent Preſumptions, in- 
ducing us to believe, that thoſe E- 
vil Counſellors, in oxder to the car- 
Tying on 0: their ill Deſigns, and to 


time 
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the gaining to themſelves the more... is Lord of lords, and King of kings. 


As that is a juſt War which is 
made upon jult and ſufficient Cauſe, 
ſo the Effect of ſach a War, being 
a Conqueſt, is Juft. | nn 
Conqueſt being the way by which - 
a Kingdom or Dominion is taken 
from a Sovereign Prince againſt his 
Will, and by which another Prince 
gets it into his Poſſeſſion ; as often 
as this happens, there ariſes a Que- 
tion between the two Princes, whe- 
ther of them hath a Right to that 
Kingdom or Dominion. ; 

For the deciding cf this Queſti- 
on, it muſt be by ſuch a Law as is 
common to both the Parties, whoſe - 
Rights are to be judg'd by it, That 
cannot be the Law of the King- 
dom; for tho the Prince that is dif- 


fſeiz'd, was obliged by that Law 


while he was in poſſeſſion, yet now 

it ſcems he is not ; and it never was 

a Law to the Prince that is now in 

his place. It muſt therefore be -a Su- 

perior Law, ſuch 'as is common to 

all Sovereign Princes in their Aﬀairs 

with one another, and that (as 

hath been already ſhewn ) is ordi- 
narily the Law of Nations. 

I ſay ordinarily, becauſe there is 
yet a Superior Law, namely, the 
Law of God ; whether written in 
our Hearts, which we commonly 
call the Law of Nature z or whe- 
ther an expreſs Revelation from 
God, ſuch as was ſometimes' given 
to Men in Ancient Times z cither of 
theſe may derogate from the Law 
of Nations ;, For this, being made 
up of Cuftoms obſerv'd by Psinces 
and States among themſelves, is al- 
waysſubjed& to the will of him thet 


But 
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time for the effecting of them, for 
- the COLIN of their Complices, 
Rect 


and for the diſcouraging of all good 
Subjxds, have publiſhed, That the 
Dncen bath brought forth a Son ; 
though there have appeared both 
during the ©meer's pretended big- 
nefs.and in the manner in which the 
Birth was managed, ſo many juſt 
and vitible grounds of Suſpicion, 
that not only we our ſelves, but all 
the good Subjc&s of thoſe King- 
doms, do vehemently ſuſpe&, that 
the pretended Prince of Wales was 
not born by the ©wcen. And it is 
notoriouſly known to all the World, 
that many both doubted” of the 
Dxeen's Bigneſs, and of the birth of 
the Child, and yet there was not 
any one thing done to fatisfic them, 
or to put anend to their Doubts. 
20. And fince our Dearett and 
moſt Entirely beloved Conſort the 
Princeſs, and likewiſe We Our 
Selves, have fo great an Intereſt in 
this Matter, and'{uch a Right, as all 
the World knows, to the Succeſſion 
to the Crown : Since alſo the Engliſh 
did in theYear 1672.when theStates 
General of the Vnited Provinces were 
invaded in a moſt unjuſt War, uſe 
their utmoſt endeavours to put an 
end to that War, and that in oppo- 
fition to thoſe who were then in the 
Government; and by their ſo do- 
ing, they ran 'the hazard of loſing 
both the Favour of the Court, and 
their employments: and ſince the 
Engliſh Nation has ever teſtified a 
moſt particular Aﬀection and E- 
ſteem, both to our Deareſt Conſort 


the Princeſs, and to Our ſelves, 


We 


But whether, or how far, this may 
alter the caſe, will be conſidered af- 
terwards; at preſent we are only to 
confider what Judgment can be 
made of it, according to the Law 
of Nations. | 

By this it ſeems to be plain, That 
the Right ſhould go along with the 
compleat poſſeſſion : So as that 
whereſoever this is once ſettled , 
whether by length of time, or even 
focner, by a general Conſcnt of the 
people, there it ought to be preſu- 
med there is a Right, at leaſt, there 
ought to be no farther Diſpute of it. 
There ſeems to be the ſame reaſon 
for this, that there is for the Law of 
Nations it ſclf ; for if that Law 
was ordained for the peace of man- 
kind, this quitting of pofſefſion muft 
be a part of it, for therecan be noend

. This appears by Fephtha's Speech 
to the King of Ammon that had 
Chemoſh for his God ; Wilt not thou 
poſſeſs that which Chemoſh thy God 
giveth thee to poſſeſs ? So. whomſoever 
the Lord our God ſhall drive ont from 
before as, them will we p'ſſeſs. þ. 51. 

It is by way of Conquelt, that 
God puts diwn one, and ſets up ano- 
ther, For fo the Babylonian Empire 
was put down by Cyrus, who ſet up 
the Perſian in its ſtead, The Perſian 
Empire was put down in their laſt 
King Darizs, and” Alexander ſet up 
the Macedon in its ſtead. © The Mzce- 
don Kingdom was put down in 
their laſt King Perſeus, and the Roman 
was fet up inits ſtead. 

All theſe Kingdoms were chan- 
ged by Conqueſis that they made 

one 


Eſpoufing their Intereſts, in a Mat- 
ter of ſuch hight Conſequence and 
from contributing all that lies In us, 
for the maſmtaining both of the 
Proteſtant Religion, and of the Laws 
and Liberties of thoſe Kingdoms , 
and for the Securing to them the 
continual] enjoyment of all their juſt 
Rights. To the doing of which, 
We are moſt carnelily ſolicited by a 
great many Lords, both Spiritual 
andTemporal,and by many Gentle- 


 menand other Subjeds of all Ranks, 


21. Therefore it is, that We 
have thought fit to go oyer to En- 
gland, and to carry over with us a 
Force, ſufficient by the Bleſſing of 
God, to defend us from the Vio- 
lence of thoſe Evil Counſellors. 
And We being deſirous that our 
Intentions in this may be rightly 
underſtood, have for this end pre- 
pared this Declaration, in which, 
as we have hitherto given a True 
Account of the Reaſons inducing 
us to it ; fo we now think fit to de- 
clare, That this our Expedition is 
intended for no other deſign, but 
to have a Free and Lawful Parlia- 
ment Aſſembled, as ſoon as is poſ- 
fible : And-that in order to this, all 
the late Charters by which the Ele- 
Cons of Burgeſſes are limited: con- 
trary to the Ancient Cuſtom, (hail 
be conſidered” as null and. of no 
force: And likewiſe all Magiſtrates 
who have been unjuſtly turned out, 
ſhall forthwith reſurne their former 
employments, as. well as all the 
Burroughs of England: ſhall return 
again to their Ancient IO 

an 
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'We cafmot excuſe our ſelves from 


one upon another, And ſo it was 
by thoſe Conqueſis,. that God remo- 
ved Kings, and ſet up Kings. þ. 53+ 

T do not fay but they would have 
oppoſed the making of one of thoſe 
Conqueſts, namely, that of Alexan- 
der the Great, becauſe King Darius 
was then living. But when they ſaw 
they could- not Oppoſe, the Con- 
quelt being already made, then Juſt 
or Unjuſt, they ſubmitted to it 
and having ſubmitted, they were 
fubje& without any more Contro- 
yerſie. 

Therefore alſo Juſt and Religious 
Kings have reckonedtheir Conquelts 
among the great things that God 
wrought by their means z and ac- 
counted them as much their Subjects 
whom they had gain'd by the 
Sword, as them that were born in 
their Dominions. 

Therefore alſo God hath com- 
manded his people to give Obedt- 
ence to the Kings that came in by 
Conqueſt, without any other Title. 
Nay, to ſuch as were capable of no 
other ; for they were forbidden to 
ſet a ſtranger over them, which was not 
their brother, And yct they were Sub- 
jects to ſtrangers, ſuch as Cuſhan, 
Eglon, and Fabin, &c. - And in Zede- 
kiah's time God commanded them 
upon pain of death, to become. the 
Subjedts of Nebuchadnezzar , wha 
had madea full Conqueſt over them, 
and held their lawful King Feconiab 
then in Captivity. This: is plainly 
the Dodrine of that Convocation 
which fate inthe beginning of King 
Zames 1. his time z. and therefore it 
cannst but be very unjuſt, to charge

and Charters; and more particu- 
larly, that the Ancient Charter of 
the Great and Famous City of 
London , ſhall again be 'in force : 
And that the Writs for the Mem- 


bers of Parliament ſhall be addreſſed 


to the proper Officers, according to 
Law and Cuſtom. That alſo none 
be ſuffered to chuſe,, or to be cho- 
ſen Members of Parliament, but 
ſach as are qualified by Law : And 
that the Members of Parliament be- 
ing thus lawfully Choſen, they ſhall 
meet and ſit in full Freedom ; that 
ſo the two Houſes may concur in the 
preparing of ſuch Laws, as they up- 
on full and free Debate ſhall judge 
neceſſary and convenient, both for 
the confirming. and executing the 
Law concerning the Teſt, and ſuch 
other-Laws as are neceſſary for the 
ſecurity and maintenance of the Pro- 
zeſtant Religion 3 as likewiſe for ma- 
king ſuch Laws as may eſtabliſh a 
good agreement between the Church 
of England and all Proteſtant Diſſen- 
ters, as alſo for the. covering and 
ſecuring of all ſuch who will live 
peaceably under the Government, 
as becomes good Subjefts, from 
all perſecution upon the account of 
their Religion, even Papiſts them- 
ſelves not excepted ; and for the 
doing of all other things, which 
the Two Houſes of Parliament ſhall 
find neceflary for the Peace, Honour 
and Safety of the Nation, fo that 
there may be no more danger of the 
Nations falling at any time hereafter 
under Arbitrary Govergment. To this 
Partiament we will alſo refer theEn- 
quiry into the Birth of the pretended

any Man with Singularity or Novel- 
ty, that goes-in the ſteps of ſo many 
and fo great Authors. p.53,54, 55. 
' But ſome Learned and Judicious ' 
Men think, That whereas an unjuſt 
Conqueli happens through the Judg- 
ment of God, for the puniſhing of a 
ſinful Prince or Nation ; it doth not 
appear that he that is the Inſtrument 
of this, acquires any Right by it ; 
more than thoſe Pirates or Robbers, 
who are inſtrumental likewiſe, in 
the puniſhing of inferior Tranſgreſ- 
fors. And if God gives no Right 
to him whom he ſets up, then it re- 
mains {till in him whom he has put - 
down: So that he is rightful King 
ſtill, tho he is out of poſſeſhon, and 
the other is but an Uſurper that is 
in poſſeſſion. - 

In this caſe, if the Uſurper has 
no pretence of Right, no preſcripti- 
on of Time , no Conſent of the 
people, but only an unjuſt poſleiſi- 
on ; how a SubjeR ought to behave 
himſelf towards him, even this isa 
Difficult Dueſftion, in a moſt learned 
Man's Judgment : Who yet judges, 
That even here it may be not only 
Lawful, but a Duty, to obey him 
that is in poſſeſſion, when the Legal 
King is reduced to that paſs, that 
he can no more do the Office of a 
King to his people, For C faith he ) 
the Kingdom cannot be without 
Government; and it the Ulſurper 
preſerves the Kingdom, a Lover of 
his Countrey ought not ( as things 
are ) to give any further cauſe of 
trouble by his unprofitable Contu- 
macy. But then put caſe the Uſurper 
hath ſworn the people to him, mo

22, And We, for our part, will 
concur in every thing that may pro- 
cure the Peace and Happineſs of the 
Nation, which a Free and Lawful 
Parliament ſhall determine 5 fince 
we have nothing before our Eyes in 
this our undertaking, but the pre- 
ſervation of the Proteſtant Religion, 
the Covering of all men from per- 
ſecution for their Conſciences, and 
the ſecuring tothe whole Nation the 
free enjoyment of all their*Laws, 
Rights and Liberties, under a Juſt 
and Legal Government. 

23. This is the Deſign that we 
have propoſed to our ſelves, in ap- 
pearing upon this occaſion in Arms : 
In the Conduct of which, We will 
keep the Forces under our Com- 
mand , under all the ſtrineſs of 
Martial Diſcipline z and take a 
ſpecial care, that the people of the 
Countries through which we muſt 
March , ſhall not ſuffer by .their 
means z and as ſoon as the ſtate of 
the Nation will admit of it, We 
promiſe that. we will ſend back all 
thoſe Foreign Forces that We have 
brought along with us, 

24. We do therefore hope that 


* al people will judge rightly of us, 


and approve of theſe our proceed- 
ings : But We chiefly rely on the 
Bleſting, of Gog, for the Succeſs of 
this our Undertaxing, in which We 
place our whole and only Conh- _ 
dence. 
25: We do in the laſt place in- 
vite and require all perſons whatſo- 
; evcr, 
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doth the Office of a King, whictr 
( it ſeems) in his Judgment doth 
not take away the duty that is ow- 
ing to that former King ; how one 
can pay his duty to both, the ex- 
pel'd Legal King, and to ſuch an 
Uſurper. This our Author ſays 15 4 
moſt difficult Scruple z and ſo it ſeems 
both by his, and our moſt Learned 
Caſuiſi's handling the Queſtion z 
where they ſhew how far one 
ought, and how far one ought 
not to comply with ſuch an Uſur- 
pation. p.56, 57, 58» - 
But theſe Difficulties are only in 
caſe the poſſeſſion is obtained by a 
War that was certainly unjuſt 3 for 
if the cauſe of the War was but 
doubtful, and a Conqueſt follows 
upon it, there is no place for theſe 
difficulties: Much leſs where the 
cauſe of War was certainly Juſt ; 
for if a Conqueſt follows upon this, 
it gives a Right , and then there is 
no Ulurpation. | 
It has been commonly: judg'd by 
the Law of Nations, That the Right 
goes along with the Poſſeſſion. Ot 
this we ſee Examples in every Re- 
volution that happens in this or any. 
other Kingdom. When a King is 
driven out with any colour of Right, 
the Neighbouring Princes and States 
make no great difficulty of applying, 
themſelves to him that comes in his 
ſtead ; wherein though perhaps they. 
too much follow their own Intereſt, 
yet it cannot be ſaid that what they 
do is againſt the Law of Nations. 
But what ſhould: Subjedts do in this 
Caſe ? Of this we have an Example 
in the People of God , when they 
Es 1 _ 
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- ever, all the Peers of the Realm 
* both Spirituat and Temporal, all 


Lords Eicutenants, Deputy-Lieute- 
nants,, and all Gentlemen , Citi- 
Zens, and other Commons of all 
ranks,” to come and afliſt us, in or- 
der to the Executing of this our De- 
fign, agiinſt all ſach as ſhalf endea- 
vour to Oppoſe us;, thatſo we may 
prevent all' thofe Miferies which 
maſt needs follow upon the Nations 


' being, kept under Arbitrary Go- 


vernment and. Slavery: And that 


-the Violences and: Diforders which 


have overturned the whole Conſi- 
tution. of the Engliſh Government, 
may be fully xedreſſed' in a Free and 
Legal. Parliament. 

26. And we do likewiſe refolve, 
that as ſoon» as the Nations are 
brought to a ſtate of Quiet, We 
will take care that a Parliament 
ſhall be called in Scotland, for the 
reſtoring the Ancient Conſtitution 


.of - that Kingdom, and for bringing 


the Matters of Religion to ſuch a 
Settlement, that the people may 
live cafie and happy, and for puat- 
ting an end to all the unjuſt Vio- 
lences, that have been in a courſe of 
fo many years.committed there. 

We will alſo (iudy to bring the 
Kingdom of Treland to ſuch a fiate, 
that the Sertlement there may be 
religiouſly obſerved ; and that the 


Proteſtantand Britiſh Intereſt there, 


may be ſecured. And we will en- 
-deavour by all poſſible. means, to 
procure ſuch an Eftabliſhment in all 
the Three Kingdoms, that they 


| may all live in a happy Union and 


Correſpondence together 3 and _ 
tne 


pafs'd facceffively under the Yoke of 
thoſe Four great Monarchs that were 
formerly mention'd. It is likely that 
each of thofe Kings that got the 
Power over them, firft declar'd the 
Cauſe of the War that he made up 

on the former Lords. In that Cat, 


though they could not judge of the 


Cauſe, whether it was Juſt or Un- 
juſt, yet no doubt they did well in 
adhering to him that-was in preſent 
Poſſeffion. p. 60,61. 
To a People that are in ſuch a 
caſe, it is no ſmall Comfort , that 
whatſoever doubt they may have of 
the Cauſe of the War, yet there is 
no doubt at all concerning their Du- 
ty. There is nothing more certain 
than this, that they ought to pre- 
ferve themſelves, if they can do it 
lawfully, But it is lawful for them - 
to forbear fighting, when they are 
unſatisfied of the Cauſe '; And if 
their own Prince is not able to pro- 
tet them, it is lawful for them to 
take proteion elſewhere. There- 
fore in caſe of Invaſion for a Cauſe 
which is juſt, for ought 'they know, 
it, is lawful for them to live quietly 
under the Invader: nay, It is not 


. only lawful, but their duty (as hath 


been already ſhewn) to acquieſce in 
his Government, when he comes to - 
be in Poficihon, 

But when they are certain that a 
War is made upon their Prince for 
juſt Cauſe 3 that is, when they plain- 
ly ſee he hath drawn it upon him- 
ſelf, by making it not only lawtul, 
but neceſſary for another Prince to 
invade him for his own Preſerya- 


tion ; Whatare the People to do M 
| this 
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the Proteſtant Religion, and 'the 
Peace , Honour and Happineſs of

cannot but fee, that, by engaging 
in the War, they abet their own 
Prince in his Injufſtice 3-though not 
in his doing the Tnjury, yet in con- 
tinuing what is done, and inhis not 
giving Reparation, And therefore 
they are {ubjed to the ſame puniſh- 
ment with him. Nay their Condi- 
tion is worſe than his: For he may 
ſhift forhimſelf, and leave them, and - 
all they have, to be a Prey to the 
Enemy : Who by right of War may 
do with them and theirs what he 
pleaſes. It is therefore certainly their 
wiſclt Courſe to keep themſelves tree - 
from all offence, both towards God, 
and towards Man : That having, 
had no part in the Cauſe of the 
War, they may not be involv'd in 
the ill Conſequences of it. And this 
they have reaſon to expect from a 
Generous Enemy, that he will nor 
ule the Right of War againfi 
them that delire co live peaccably. 
Much more, if he hath declar'd he 
would not hurt them that ſhould not 
refiſt him, they have rcaſon to truſt 
a juſt Prince upon his Declaration. 
And if he went ſo far as to declare, 
That upon their Submiflion they 
ſhould enjoy the benefit of their own | 
Laws ; then, although it- ſhould 
come to a Conqueli, they may rea- 
fonably exp: to be mm no worlc 
condition under the Stranger, than 
they were under their own Prince : 
They have his Faith engaged to 
them for this, |

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Ve have underſtood that the Sub- 


verters of the Religion and Laws of 
thoſe Kingdoms , hearing of Our 


Preparations to aſſiſt the People a- 


gainſt them, have begun - to retra& 
ſome of the Arbitrary and Deſpo- 
tick Powers that they had aſſumed, 
and to vacate ſome of their Injuſt 
Judgments and Decrees.

They do alfo give-.out, That we 
do intend to Conquer and En- 
flave the Nation; and - therefore 
it is that we have thought tit to add 
a few words-to our Declaration. 

We are confident, that no Per-

-of us, As to imagine that we have 
any other Deſign in this Underta- 


king, than to procure a Settlement

may be no danger of the Nations 
zclapſing into the like Miſeries at

But if. the Stranger declares he 
makes War in defence of another 
King's Subjects, as (we have ſhewn) 
he may lawfully do, when he finds 
himſelf in danger of ſuffering by 
that King's Oppreſſion' of his own. 
People z.in this Caſe, they are firſt 
to confider, whether it is a mere 
pretence, or whether there be a real 
ground for his Declaration, If 
they find there is a juſt and ſufficient 
ground for it, they ſee in effe&, 
that it is through Them that he is 
ſtruck at; and therefore the War is 
not ſo much His, as their own. It 


is true according to our Doctrine, 
they are united to their Prince as a 
Wife to her Husband ; ſo that they 
can no more - right themſelves by 
Arms, than ſhecan ſue her Husband 
while the Bond of Marriage conti- 


nues. Yet as, When her Husband 
uſes her extremely Hl, ſhe may com- 
plain of him to the Judge, who, if 
he ſecs Cauſe, may diffolve the 
Marriage by his Sentence; and after 
that ſhe is at liberty to ſue him as 
well as any other Man : So a Pco- 
ple may cry-to-the Lord by reaſon 
of their Oppreſfion, and he may 
raiſe them up a Deliverer, that ſhall 
take the Government into his 
hands (a Foreign Prince. may law- 
fully do this, as hath been already 
ſhewn ) and then they are not 


only free to detend themſelves, but 


are oblig'd to join with him, againti 

their Oppreſſor. p. 62, 63, 64,65. 
In this Caſe, if another Prince, 
having a jult Cauſe of War, is ſo far 
concern'd for ſuch a People, as to 
take them into his Care, and to de- 
: | þ7  elare 
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ſons of known Integrity and Zeal 
both for the Religion and Govern- 
ment of England, many of them 
being alſo diftinguiſhed by their con- 
ſtant Fidelity to the Crown, who 
do both accompany us in this Expe- 
dition, and have earneſtly ſolicited 
us to it, will cover us from all fuch 
malicious Infinuations: For it is not 
to be imagin'd, that cither thoſe 
who have Invited us, or thoſe that 


' are already \come to Afift us, can 
join in a wicked attempt of Con- 


queſt, to make void their own law- 
ful Titles to their Honours, Eftates, 
and Intereſts, We are alſo confident, 
that all Men ſee how little weight 
there is to be laid on all Promitles 
and Engagements, that can be now 
made:; 1tince- there has been (o little 
regard had in the time paſt, to the 
moſt ſolemn Promiſes. And as that 
imperfe&t Redreſs that is now offer- 
ed, is a plain Confeffion of thoſe 
Violations of' the Government that 
we have ſet forth ; ſo the Defective- 
neſs of it is no leſs apparent : For 
they lay down nothing which the 

may not take up at pleaſure ; an 

they reſerve entire, and not ſo much 
as mentioned, their Claims and Pre- 
tences toan Arbitrary and Deſpotick 
Power ; which has been the Root 
of all their Oppreſſion, and of the 
total Subverſion of the Govern- 
ment. And it is plain, that there can 
be no Redreſs nor Remedy offered 
but in Parliament ; by a Declarati- 
on of the Rights of the Subjects, 
that have been invaded, and not by 
any pretended Aqs of Grace, to 


. which the extremity of their Afﬀairs

this War, though we may call 
it a Conqueſt, becauſe it has reſem- 
blance of it, yet it cannot, be pro- 
perly ſo in any reſpe& ; whether we 
conſider the Prince on whom it is 
made, or the People that have their 
Deliverance by it. 

As to him, it is properly an Evj- 
ion by the juſt Sentence of God ;

Purſuant to the Peoples Invitation, 
and to carry on the ends of the fore- 
going Declaration , the Prince ſet 
Sail from Holland, with betwixt Four 
and Five Hundred Capital Ships, 
Fire-Ships , Pinks , and Tenders : 
And upon the Fifth of November 
landed in Torbay in Devonſhire. 

The people- in great Numbers 
welcom'd his Highneſs with loud 
Acclamations of Joy. His Army 
.  conlifted of about 15000 Horſe and 
Foot. 

 Aﬀter the Army was landed, and 
the Prince come to Exeter, the Gen- 
try from all parts of Devonſhire, Sv- 
merſetſhire, &c, flock'd to him in 
great numbers, few abſenting them- 


ſelves. Several of the Nobility came. 


to him likewiſe, whilſt in and about 
Exeter 3 others afterwards, when 
| he was farther advanced towards 
London. 

Before his Royal Highnefs left 
Exeter , there was an Aſoociation 
drawn up, and ſigned by all the

Secondly, Too great Evidences of 
a formed Deſign to ſubvert the 
Eſtabliſhed Religion and Civil Li- 
berties of the Nation, 

Now there are two very mate- 
rial Queſtions which ariſe from 
hence, — 

Firft, Whether theſe were the 
juſt Occaſions of a War. 

Secondly, Whether upon the ſuc- 
ceſs of this War, the Rights of Sove= 
reignty were duly transferred ? 


If "theſe were juſt Occaſions of a 
War, and upon the Succeſs thereof 
the Sovereignty was duly transferred, 
then there can be no Diſpute left, ta 
whom our Allegiance is due. 

It is taken for granted by all who 
underſtand theſe Matters, That as 
there is a Law of Nature, which de- 
termines the Rights and Properties 
of particular »Nations ; and that all 
private Perſons are bound to ſubmit 
to the Municipal Laws of thoſe So- 
cictics for their Peace and Security :; . 
So there are other Laws which con- 
cern thoſe Nations, as they make up 
ſeveral independent Governments upon 
each other, And there are ſeveral 

Rights 
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Lords andGentlemen that were with 
him, in theſe words 3 vis; 


*E whoſe Names are hereunto 
| ſubſcribed, who have now 
joyned with the Prince- of Orange, 
for the defence of the Proteſtant 
Religion, and for the maintaining 
the Ancient Government, and the 
Laws and Liberties of England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland, do engage to Al- 
mighty God, to his Highneſs the 
Prince of Orange, and to one ano- 
ther, to ſtick firm to this Cauſe, and 


\ to one another, in the defence of it, 


and never to depart from it, until 
our Religion, Laws, and Liberties 


. are fo far ſecured to us in a Free

In par- 
ticular Governments, the thing is 
plain by Eftabliſhed Laws and 
Ceurts of Judicature, whoſe Sen- 
tence is executed by the Civil 
Power z but in Separate Nations, 
and Independent Governments, al- 
though there be Laws by conſent, 
called the Law of Nations; yet there

mine of Right and Wrong ; and 
therefore in caſe of Injury , there is 
an allowance for the injured Party 
by this Law of Nations to right him- 
ſelf by force, as there would be to 
every particular Perfon , if there 
were no Laws nor Power to ſee 
them executed, 

There is then a Right in every 
Sovereign and Independent Prince 
to exerciſe Force againſt another 
Prince, who detains any Right 
from him, or doth any Injury to 
him , or to thoſe he is bound to 
defend. 

The Queſtion then comes to the

Gentlemen and Friend:, 

A FE have given youſo full and 
ſo true an Account of our 

\ Intentions in this Expedition, in our 
Declaration, that as we can add no- 
thing to it, ſo we are ſure you can 
defire nothing more of us. We are 
come to preſerve your Religion, and 
to reſtore and eſtabliſh your Liber- 
tics and Properties 3 and therefore 
we cannot ſuffer our ſelves todoubtr, 
but that all true Engliſh-men will 
come and concur with us in our de- 
fire to ſecure theſe Nations from Po- 
pery and Slavery, You muſt all plain- 
iy ſee, that you are only made uſe 
of as Inſtruments to enſlave the Na- 
tion, and ruin the Proteſiant Re- 
ligion 3 and when that is done, you 
may judge what you your clves 
ought to expect, both from the Ca- 
ſhiering all the Proteſtant and Eng- 
li Officers and Soldiers in Ireland, 
and by the Triþ Soldiers being 
brought over to be put in your pla- 
ces 3 and of which you have ſeen 
fo freſh an Inſtance, that we need not 
put you in mind of it.

The ſum 
is this , God, when he (ces fit, can 
remove Kings, or ſet up Kings, 
without any regard to humane 
Right, as being the Sovereign Loxd 
of the World , who rules in the 
Kingdoms of Men, and giveth them 
to whomſoever he will ; but Szb- 
jeGs, in ſetting up, or removing 
Kings, muſt have regard to Legal
